Beginning  with  the  1924  Se-otemher  fut^ore  the  Chicago  office 
of  the  Grain  Futures  Adir.ini  strati  on  "began  collecting  certain  data 
relative  to  the  delivery  of  grain  on  futures  contracts.     In  the  ti^o 
large  tables  shown  on  the  following  pages  certain  data  are  presented 
which  relate  to  the  delivery  of  wheat  and  corn  upon  contracts  for 
future  delivery  on  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade,     The  data  presented 
here  begin  with  the  1924  Se-otemher  future  and  continue  through  the 
1932  December  future,  covering  in  all  thirty-nine  futures.     It  should 
be  noted,  however,  that  the  major  futures  upon  the  Chicago  market  are 
I 'ay,  July,  September  and  December,  and  that  while  trading  in  the  March 
future  was  important  for  some  time  during  this  period  it  probably?- 
should  be  recorded  as  a  minor  future  since  the  trading  in  March  con- 
tracts has  declined  to  almost  nothing. 

There  is  presented  herewith  the  maximum  and  the  minimum  amounts 
of  the  volume  of  trading  for  the  futures  indicated  and  the  amounts 
delivered  together  with  the  average  volume  of  deliveries  for  the 
thirty-nine  futures  covered  during  the  period.

•The  rules  and  rpgiilations  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  govern 
the  conditions  under  which  deliveries  may  he  made  and  specify  the 
various  grades  w^ich  are  deliverable  upon-  futures  contracts.  These 
rules  and  regulations  have  "been  amended  from  time  to  time  and  changes 
in  the  delivery  grades  have  also  been  made.     It  is  necessary  to  consult 
the  rules  and  regulations  in  force  during  the  life  of  any  future  in 
order  to  determine  what  constitutes  regular  delivery.     The  Chicago 
office  of  the  Grain  Futures  Administration  has  from^  time  to  time 
prepared  "booklets  showing  deliverable  grades  on  the  various  contract 
marke  t  s , 

Attention  should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  the  multiplicity 
of  deliverable  grades  in  all  contract  markets  has  been  reduced  con- 
siderably by  the  elim.inaticn  of  several  of  the  poorer  classes  and 
grades. 

On  the  Chicago  market  as  well  as  on  the  other  licensed  markets 
^"^heat  greatly  outranks  the  other  grains  in  volume  of  trading,  open 
contracts,  and  deliveries  upon  these  contracts. 

In  column  ^,  reading  from  left  to  right  of  the  large  tables 
that  follow,  is  shown  the  total  quantity  of  actual  grain  delivered 
in  each  future.     It  '^ill  be  noted  that  the  volume  of  contracts 
settled  by  delivery  is  considerably  greater  than  the  total  volume 
of  actual  grain  delivered.     This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
the  same  lot  of  grain  may  be  delivered  more  than  once  in  passing 
from  one  customer  to  another  during  the  delivery  month  and,  therefore, 
settles  m.ore  than  one  contract.    Figures  to  show  the  actual  quantity 
of  grain  delivered  for  the  period  1926  to  December  1930  ^'^ere  not 
recorded  except  in  the  case  of  1927  May  wheat  and  July  corn.  The 
last  column  of  the  table  shows  the  ratio  of  the  actual  grain  delivered 
to  the  volume  of  contracts  set^^led  by  delivery. 

Figures  for  """heat  and  corn  only  are  presented  in  this  issue 
of  "Trading  in  Grain  ^.itures".     Oats  and  rye  will  be  shown  in  a  sub- 
sequent issue.
